chamber 160, 161 and 162. Each foam chamber 160, 161, 162 is designed and constructed to 
accommodate a respective porous body 150, 151, 152, preferably made of a resilient material 
suitable for absorbing ink. Three ink supply ports 180, 181 and 182 are formed in bottom wall 
la below foam chambers 160, 161 and 162, respectively. Ink supply ports 180, 181 and 182 may 
be formed in front wall lb, back wall lc or side walls Id. Packing members 15 fit into 
respective ink supply ports 180, 181, 182. A respective seal 16 is disposed over each packing 
member 15. Each ink chamber 271, 272, 273 is designed to contain a quantity of liquid ink 67. 

IN THE CLAIMS: 

Cancel claims 1-15 and 29 without prejudice to or disclaimer of the subject matter 
presented therein. 

REMARKS 

Claims 16-28 are pending in this application. Claims 1-15 and 29 have been cancelled, 
since some of those claims stand allowed in parent application no. 09/041,890. The specification 
has been revised to conform to several changes made in the parent case. Claims 16-20 and 25 
are independent.
